The machinery installed is of the 
iati t patterns, of high cost, and all 
surfaced of white enamel or German 
silver, and lrorn a sanitary point 
<»f 
view, the plant is as near perfect as 
it is possible to make it. 


1 in* 
of the machines is called 
a 
pasteurizer 
into 
which 
is 
placed 
sweet cream, milk, sweet butter and 
sugar, where it is pasteurized to 
a 
tem perature of 140 degrees, a tem- 
peiature that destroys all injurious 
barter ia. 
Emm 
the pasteurer, 
the 
mixture is pumped through a m a­ 
chine iailed the viscoltzer. 
The vis- 
colizer is a machine that clarifies »he 
mixture and breaks up the different 
particles of the mixture that makes 
a fine texture or smooth body to the 
ice cream. 
This machine breaks the 
particles by pumping 
the 
mixture 
through a high pressure valve at a 
pressure of 2000 pounds to the square 
inch. 
From the vixcolizer the mix­ 
ture is pumped over a brine cooler 
and brought down to a temperature 
of 35 degrees. 
Then the cream 
is 
placed in the, cooling room and held 
for 24 hours. 
After this is held for 
24 hours, the mixture is put through 
a brine freezer 
where 
it is frozen. 
From the freezer it runs into steril­ 
ized cans and placed in the harden­ 
ing room. 
The cream is held in this 
room for 24 hours and is hardened. 
I h e hardening room is built entirely 
of cork dipped in hot asphalt 
and 
concrete. 
The walls, floor and ceil­ 
ing of this room are eight inches of 
cork. 
This refrigerating or harden­ 
ing room contains 280(J feet of am ­ 
monia pipe. 
The tem perature of this 
room will be from zero to 20 degrees 
below. 
This room has a capacity of 
1200 gallons of ice cream. 
The machines of 
this 
plant are 
considered the very best. 
The freez­ 
er, which was bought from the «1. G. 
Cherry Mfg. Co., of 
Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa, is a very 
expensive machine. 
It is made mostly of brass, w-hich is 
tinned and nickle plated. This freez­ 
er will freeze at the rate of a gal­ 
lon a minute.

is

machine 
bought of the Cherry Mfg. Co. 
It is 
lined with copper, which 
is tinned, 
lintd with cork and its outer surface 
is steel, which is white enameled. 
The 
refrigerating 
machine 
was 
manufactured by the York Mfg. Co., 
of York, Pa. 
It has the refrigerating 
capacity of freezing 
two 
thousand 
gallons daily. 
Pilsbry ^Becker Engi­ 
neering Co., of St. 
Louis, 
had the 
contract for erecting this machine. 
The bases of 
the 
machinery, the 


walls of the building, and all 
sur­ 
faces are white, which 
makes 
this 
plant very sanitary. 
It is erected in 
a very modern method. 


JOSEPH W. FOLK DIES 
IN NEW YORK CITY 


New York, May 29.—-Joseph Win­ 
gate Folk, former governor of Mis­ 
souri, once a presidential candidate 
and leader in the Democratic party, 
died here Monday at the home of his 
sister, Mrs. J. A. Webb. 
About a year 
ago he suffered 
a 
nervous breakdown from which 
he 
never completely recovered. 
He was 
53 years old. 
Funeral service 
will 
be held Thursday at Brownsville. 
Joseph 
W i n g a t e 
Folk 
was 
fre­ 
quently referred to as “the man who 
cleaned up Missouri politics”. 
His 
success in stamping 
out cor­ 
rupt practices in political affairs of 
his adopted state attracted 
nation 
wide attention ju*t after the 
Span­ 
ish-American W ar, and so impressed 
the people of Missouri that in 1905 
they swept him into 
the Governor’s 
chair. 
Under the laws of that state 
an incumbent cannot succeed himself 
as governor, but become eligible af­ 
ter an intervening term. 
Folk serv­ 
ed a* governor until 1909, and, ac­ 
cording to his many friends through­ 
out the state could have returned to 
the job at any time since. 
He was lx>rn in Brownsville, Ten­ 
nessee, October 8, 1869. 
His 
pre­ 
liminary education 
was obtained in 
the public school 
of his birthplace 
following which 
he was 
sent 
to 
Vanderbilt University to study law. 
He was graduated with the degree 
of LLB., in 1890, and secured admis­ 
sion to the bar within a few m o n th s. 
His first shingle was hung out 
in 
Brownsville. 
.Looking for 
larger 
fields 
four- 
years later he moved 
to St. Louis, 
where his ability and forceful 
en­ 
ergy soon brought his name promi­ 
nently ,before the people and wa: re­ 
warded by his 
election to the 
cir­ 
cuit attorneyship 
of St. Louis. 
It 
was while serving in that 
position 
that his road to the executive office 
was paved. 
His popularity grew to 
such proportions that when he w;<- 
nominated for governor by th. Dem­ 
ocrats he swept the state by a plural­ 
ity of 30,000, despite the fact 
that 
Theodore 
Roosevelt’s 
leadership 
gained for* his ticket 
a 
plurality of 
some 25,000. 
Among the reform statutes spon­ 
sored 
and 
carried 
by 
Governor 
Folk were included the Missouri law 
regulating child 
labor and providing 
for compulsory education; arid anti­ 
lobby 
legislation; 
anti-race 
track 
laws, and the statutes which make 
possible the removal of derelict state 
officials who fail to enforce the laws. 
He also found time to introduce and 
do much for the idea of public utili­ 
ty commissions as a part of city gov­ 
ernment. 
While Governor 
of Missouri 
he 
was made a delegate-at-large to the 
democratic national 
convention 
of 
1908, in which William .Jennings Bry­ 
an was a conspicuous figure. 
Bryan 
and Folk became fast friends and at 
the suggestion of the former gover­ 
nor took to the lecture platform upon 
his retirement 
from 
State politics 
and his return to private practice. 
In 1912 
he 
announced his candi­ 
dacy for president on the democratic 
ticket 
and opened campaign 
head­ 
quarters in Joplin, Mo. 
His form in­ 
cluded equal rights, eradication 
of 
all tariff except for revenue, preser­ 
vation of state rights, and the elec­ 
tion of senators by direct vote. His 
following was large, and for a time 
he threatened to disrupt 
the state, 
half of which was backing the late 
Champ Clark for the nomination. Mr. 
Bryan suggested that the Missouri 
delegation split the vote, but while 
the 
proposition was 
being consid­ 
ered, Mr. Folk decided to 
withdraw 
from the running 
and 
throw 
his 
strength to Clark. 
With the incoming democratic ad­ 
ministration, Folk was appointed so­ 
licitor of the state 
department 
by 
President Wilson. Later he was made 
first cheif counsel for the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, a position he 
held more than four years, although 
he still maintained connection 
with 
the State Department as counsel. 
In the latter capacity he attracted 
considerable attention 
by taking 
a 
hand in the 
famous 
Harry 
Thaw 
case, when Thaw was deported from 
Canada 
in 
1913. 
The 
defendant 
Claimed violation of his rights as 
a 
citizen and appealed to the depart­ 
ment of state to make representa­ 
tions to the British government. Folk, 
however, squelched the action by de-

THE AMERICAN SPHINX 


Set 
high 
above 
the 
shimmering 
waters of the picturesque Rock river 
on the shoulder of a huge bluff near 
Oregon, Illinois, ninety-nine miles (by 
rail) from Chicago, and looking out 
over a country that is indeed good to 
look upon, is the eolossal statue of the 
Indian Chief, Blackhawk—the largest 
concrete monument in America, if not 
in all th e world—the American Sphinx. 
This statue is the endearing tribute 
of the sculptor, Lor ado Taft, to the 
American Indian. 
It depicts the fa­ 
mous chief standing erect, with folded 
arms, garbed in a long, flowing robe or 
blanket, which folds gracefully about 
the figure, gazing silently and in fare­ 
well attitude o’er the 
fertile 
valley 
which the members of his tribe were 
wont to roam. 
The attention-inviting location and 
pleasing proportions of this mute fig­ 
ure lend to it« bigness a nobleness of 
poise that Is in complete accord with 
the courage displayed in the counte­ 
nance of this splendid warrior. 
This American sphinx rises from a 
huge concrete pedestal 
which 
rests 
upon the solid rock of the river bluff 
and weighs something like 300 tons. 
In its construction approximately 400 
barrels of cement and 4,000 pounds of 
twisted 
reinforcing steel rods were 
used. 
The subject was so unique and the 
construction so unusual that peculiar 
methods were of necessity «‘ailed into 
play. These methods und their appli­ 
cations excited 
extraordinary 
atten­ 
tion. 
In order to insure the preservation 
of 
correct 
proportions 
a 
working 
model six feet in height was made. 
This model was then enlarged seven 
times. Then a mold was built over it. 
Afterward the model inside of the 
mold was dismantled and removed. 
Then the mold was filled with con­ 
crete. Pink granite dust or screenings 
was 
mixed with tiie concrete. 
This 
process gave to the finished figure a 
granite-like appearunce. T his mass was 
next allowed to set. After the setting 
process had terminated, the mold was 
razed and carried away and Io there 
emerged and stood in all its glory an 
everlasting memorial to the passing of 
the Red Man—tbe American Sphinx.

Within the confines of the older 
(eastern) States of this Union there 
are many ancient, quaint, and hallowed 
burying grounds, most of which close­ 
ly surround or adjoin a much-loved 
chapel or meeting house 
Among tiie 
most 
interesting 
of 
these 
is 
that 
precious plot of ground known as uld 
Granary 
Burying 
Ground, 
near the 
present business ceiit**r in tie* city >>f 
Boston. 
The town granary once stood on this 
site -hence this peculiar name. 
Tiie 
burying ground was established about 
tiie year 164Q, 
Within this well-kept enclosure which 
is surrounded by an imposing protec­ 
tive fence, lie the remains of three 
signers of the Declaration of Indepen 
ilenct, nine governors, Peter Faueuil

individual 
who 
presented the city

hall 
which bears his n a m e ; Paul Revere, 
that patriot who, on April 18, 1775, 
warned his country of the marching 
of tiie British troops tow ards Lexing­ 
ton and Goneord, and «»ther notables of 
their time.

Perhaps uu other street In any Other 
city in America has had a more in­ 
tensely interesting or varied career, 
has housed u more notorious popula­ 
tion or is known so far and wide as is 
The Bowery in New York' City. 
"Bouwerie'’ is a Dutch word which 
corresponds to our word '‘farm.” The 
extensive e s t a t e s or Great B o u w e r ie of 
Governor Peter Stuyvesant whom his­ 
tory records was the last and the best 
of the governors of the Dutch colonies 
in America were located along the up­ 
per east side of New Amsterdam (now 
New York city). Bouwerie Lane was 
the main road leadlug north from the 
wall behind and protecting tin* city to 
Governor Stuyvesant’s Bouwerie.

tin sm oking altars high above 
the 
w aters of the pool. 
Once a year at ; 
least the loveliest, 
purest,

bred g irb of the nobles were offered ; 
up in special sacrifices. 
At other tim es 
prisoners of w ar 
w ere 
led up 
in long lines to 
the 
priests and killed. 
But for one and all the method 
if 
death 
was the 
same 
maiden and 
youth, men and women and wai p ris­ 
oners. were throw n upon the saerifie- 


al stones, shaped so th a t the breasts 
of the victim s were thrust 
>ha»ply 
upward. 
The priests 
then cut open 
the chest with a sharp knife of ob­ 
sidian or volcanic glass tore out the 
heart, and held it, still beating, up 
to the god. 
When th is had been done the body 
was throw n over the side into the 
sacred pool. 
To honor the gods the 
sacrifices 
were alw ays dressed up in their be>i. 
N either the Mayans nor the Aztecs 
used gold as currency, but only for 
adornm ent and for purposes of w or­ 
ship. 
W hen the m aidens arrived at 
the sacrifical stone they wore coro­ 
nets 
of gold, 
in 
which 
som etim e 
gleamed em eralds from 
Peru, thick 
bieast cups of gold, golden am ulets 
and anklets and girdles. 
They went 
into the senote still w earing them . 
Som etim es the prisoners 
of w ar 
were chained to g eth er thirteen in a 
line with chains of pure gold 
and 
still so fettered, pitched 
into 
the 
pool. 
It would have been 
thought 
sacriligious to have taken the slight­ 
est thing from any of them. 


Sometimes, too, nobles and 
even 
kings cam e to the holy city of Chich- 
en-Itza and strove to propitiate the 
deities by throw ing 
over into 
the 
sacred pool treasu ies of gold, beau­ 
tifully carved statues, m asks of tu r ­ 
quoise studded 
ith jewels 
and jad- 
ite m asks enameled with other preci 
ous and sem i-precious stones. 


All sorts of valuable things were 
hurled down into the senote so that 
the spirits who dwelt there m ight he 
pleased and persuade the gods, and 
particularly Ku Kul Kan, the F e a th ­ 
er* d Serpent, who looked afte r rain 
and other th in g s as im portant, to he 
good to the worshipers.

Hehbeler Ice Cream Co., and is capi­ 
talized at $20,000, paid in and put in ­ 
to the plant in thia 
city. 
Edward 
Hebbeler, Mayor of New Haven, Mo., 
is president, Chaa. F. Hebljeler, vice- 
piesident and H. F. Meyer, form erly 
of H erm an, Mo., secretary and tr e a s ­ 
urer. 


Edward 
Hebbeler, 
the president, 
ha 4 been engaged in the cream husi- 
nesa in his home town for yeara and 
by good business 
m anagem ent and 
giving service, has built up a rep u ­ 
tation as an ice cream m an u factu rer 
second to none. 
He is here to assist 
in getting the 
new 
plant started, 
afte r which it will la* turned over to 
hi s sen, ('has. F., who will 
be 
the 
m anager. 
The young man ha s been, 
for the past two yeara, m anager of 
the 
Co-operative 
Dairy at Sedalia, 
Mo., has taken a course at the U ni­ 
versity of Missouri, w here he special­ 
ized in dairy products. 
He is an af- 
fiable 
young 
gentlem an 
and well 
qualified for the 
position 
of 
m an­ 
ager. 
Mr. Meyer, who has been selected 
as secretary and tre a su rer of the o r­ 
ganization, has been in the West for 
th*- past year, but is here and will 
m ake Sikeston his home. 
A recom m endation from Mrs. J e n ­

The editor, not being 
technically 
acquainted with the m achinery 
and 
mode of m aking ice cream in a mod­ 
e m plant, m ay not m ake 
his visit 
quite so plain as he would like, hut 
the m an ag e r of the plant will be glad 
to have the interested public call and 
it will be a pleasure for him to show 
thtrn through the plant. 
The m achinery installed is of the 
late t p attern s, of high cost, and all 
surfaced of white enamel or G erm an 
silver, and from a sanitary point 
view, the plant is as near perfect as 
it is possible to make it. 
One of the m achines is called 
a 
p asteurizer 
into 
which 
is 
placed 
sweet cream , milk, sweet b u tter and 
sugar, where it is pasteurized to 
a 
tem p eratu re of 140 degrees, a tem- 
p era tu re th at destroys all injurious 
bacteria. 
From 
the pasteurer, 
the 
m ixture is 
pumped through a m a ­ 
chine called the vmeolizer. 
The vis- 
colizer is a machine th a t clarifies the 
m ixture and breaks up the different 
particles of the m ixture th a t m akes 
a fine tex tu re or smooth body to the 
ice cream . 
This machine breaks the 
pai tid e s by pum ping 
the 
m ixture 
through a high pressure valve at 
pressure of 2000 pounds to the square 
inch. 
From the viscolizer the m ix­ 
tu re is pumped over a brine cooler 
and brought down to- a tem p eratu re 
of 35 degrees. 
Then the cream 
is 
placed in the cooling room and held 
for 24 hours. 
A fter this is held for 
24 hours, th e mixture* is put through 
a brine freezer 
where 
it is frozen 
F io m the freezer it runs into steril­ 
ized cans and placed in the harden 
ing room. 
The cream is held in this 
room for 24 hours and is hardened 
The hardening room is built entirely 
of cork dipped in hot asphalt 
and 
concrete. 
The wails, floor and ceil 
ing of this room are eight inches of 
cork. 
This refrig era tin g or harden 
ing room contains 2800 feet of am 
monia pipe. 
The te m p era tu re of this 
room will be from zero to 20 degrees 
below. 
This room has a capacity of 
1200 gallons of ice cream. 
The machines of 
this 
plant are 
considered the very best. 
The freez­ 
er, which was bought from the J. G. 
Cherry Mfg. Co., of Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa, is a very 
expensive machine. 
It is made mostly of brass, which is 
tinned and nickle plated. This fre e z­ 
er will freeze at the rate of a g a l­ 
lon a minute. 
The 
m ixer 
is 
another 
machine 
bought of the C h erry Mfg. Co. 
It is 
lined with copper, which 
is tinned, 
lined with cork and its outer surface 
is steel, which is white enameled. 
The 
refrig e ra tin g machine 
was 
m anufactured by the York M fg. Co., 
of York, Pa. 
It has the refrigerating 
capacity of freezing two 
thousand 
gallons daily. 
PilsbrysBecker Engi­ 
neering Co., of St. 
Louis, 
had the 
contract for erecting this machine. 
The bases of 
the m achinery, the 


walls of the building, and all 
s u r­ 
faces are white, which 
m akes 
this 
plant very sanitary. 
It is erected in 
very modern method.

New York, May 29.- -Joseph W in­ 
g ate Folk, form er governor of Mis­ 
souri, once a presidential candidate 
nd leader in the Democratic party, 
died here Monday at the home of his 
sister, Mrs. J. A. Webb. 
About a year 
ago he suffered 
a 
nervous breakdown from which 
he 
never com pletely recovered. 
He was 
53 years old. 
Funeral service 
will 
be held T hursday a t Brownsville, 
Joseph 
W ingate 
Folk 
was 
f r e ­ 
quently referred to as ‘‘the man who 
cleaned up Missouri politics”. 
His 
success in stam ping 
out cor­ 
rupt practices in political a ffairs of 
his adopted sta te attracted 
nation 
wide attention ju st a fte r the 
Span- 
ish-A m erican W ar, and so impressed 
the people of Missouri th a t in 1905 
they sw ept him into 
the G overnor’s 
chair. 
Under th«* laws <»f th a t state 
an incumlient cannot succeed him self 
as governor, but become eligible a f ­ 
te r an intervening term . 
Folk se rv ­ 
ed as governor until 1909, and, ac­ 
cording t<» his m any friends th ro u g h ­ 
out th«* state rauld have returned to 
the job at any tim e since. 
He was born in Brownsville, Ten 
nessee, October 8, 1809. 
His 
p re­ 
lim inary education 
was obtained in 
the public schools of his birthplace 
fallowing which 
he was 
sent 
to 
V anderbilt U niversity t«i study law. 
He was graduated with the degree 
of LLfi., in 1890, and secured admis- 
si<»n to the bar within a few months. 
His first shingl«* was hung out 
in 
Brownsville. 
Looking for 
larg er 
fields 
four 
years later he moved 
to St. L«>uis, 
where his ability and forceful 
en­ 
ergy soon brought his nam e prom i­ 
nently »before the people and was re­ 
warded by his 
election to the 
cir­ 
cuit attorneyship 
of St. G iuis. 
It 
was while serving in that 
position 
that his road t«> the executive office 
was paved. 
His popularity grew' to 
such proportions that when he was 
nom inated for governor by th.* Dem- 
ocrats be swept th«* sta te by a p lu ral­ 
ity of 30,000, despite the fact 
that 
Theodore 
Roosevelt’s 
leadership 
gained for his ticket 
a 
plurality of 
some 25,000. 
Am ong the reform sta tu te s spon- 
s«#re«l 
and 
carried 
by 
Govern«*r 
Folk w ere included the Missouri law 
reg u latin g child 
labor and providing 
for com pulsory education; and anti 
lobby 
legislation; 
anti-race 
track 
laws, and the sta tu te s which m ake 
possible the removal «»f derelict state 
officials who fail t«» enforce the laws. 
He also found tim e to introduce and 
do much f«»r the idea t*f public utili 
ty com missions as a p art of city gov 
ernm ent. 
While Governor 
of Missouri 
he 
was made a deiegate-at-large to the 
dem ocratic national 
convention 
of 
1908, in which William Je n n in g s B ry­ 
an was a conspicuous figure. 
B ryan 
and Folk becam e fast friends and at 
the suggestion of the form er gover 
nor took to the lecture platf«*rm up«»n 
his retirem ent 
from 
S tate polities 
and his return io private practice. 
In 1912 
he 
announced his candi­ 
dacy for president on the dem ocratic 
ticket 
and opened cam paign 
head­ 
q u arte rs in Joplin, M»>. 
His form in 
eluded et|uai rights, eradication 
of 
all ta riff except for revenue, p rese r­ 
vation of state rights, and th e elec­ 
tion of senators by direct vote. His 
following was large, and for a tim e 
he threatened to «lisrupt 
the state 
half of which was backing the late 
Cham p Clark for the nom ination. Mr 
iBryan suggested th a t the Missouri 
delegation split the vote, but while 
the 
proposition was 
being consid­ 
ered, Mr. Folk decided to 
w ithdraw 
from the running 
and 
throw 
his 
stren g th to Clark. 
W ith the incoming dem ocratic ad 
m inistration, Folk was appointed so 
lieitor of the sta te 
d ep artm en t 
by 
P resident Wilson. L ater he was made 
first eheif counsel for the In tersta te 
Com merce Com mission, a position he 
held m ore than four years, although 
he still m aintained connection 
with 
the S tate D epartm ent as counsel. 
In the latter capacity he attracted 
considerable attention 
by ta k in g 
a 
hand in the 
fam ous 
H arry 
Thaw

THE AMERICAN SPHINX 


Set 
high 
above 
the 
shimmering 
w aters of the picturesque Rock river 
on the shoulder of a huge bluff near 
Oregon, Illinois, ninety-nine miles (by 
rail) from Chicago, and looking out 
over a country that is indeed good to 
look upon, is the «olossul statue of the 
Indian Chief, Blackhawk—the largest 
concrete monument In America, If not 
In all the world—the American Sphinx. 
This statue Is the endearing tribute 
of the sculptor, Lorado Taft, to the 
American Indian. 
It depicts the fa ­ 
mous chief standing erect, with folded 
arms, garbed In a long, flowing robe or 
blanket, which folds gracefully about 
the figure, gazing silently and in fare­ 
well attitude o’er the 
fertile* valley 
which the members of his tribe were 
wont to roam. 
The attention-inviting location and 
pleasing proportions of this mute fig­ 
ure lend to its bigness a nobleness of 
poise that Is In complete accord with 
the courage displayed In the counte­ 
nance of this splendid warrior. 
This American sphinx rises from a 
huge concrete pedestal 
which 
rests 
upon the solid n .ck of the river bluff 
and weighs something like 300 tons. 
In Its construction approximately 400 
barrels of cement and 4,000 pounds of 
twisted reinforcing steel rods were 
used. 
The subject was so unique and the 
construction so unusual that peculiar 
methods were of necessity called Into 
play. These methods und their appli­ 
cations excited 
extraordinary 
atten ­ 
tion. 
In order to Insure the preservation 
of 
correct 
proportions 
a 
working 
model six feet In height was made. 
This model was then enlarged seven 
times. Then a mold was built over It. 
Afterward the model Inside of the 
mold wus dismantled and removed. 
Then the mold wus filled with con­ 
crete. Pink granite dust or screenings 
was mixed with the concrete. 
This 
process gave to the finished figure a 
granite-like appearance. T his mass was 
next allowed to set. After the setting 
process had terminated, the mold was 
razed and carried away and Io there 
•merged and stood in all Its glory an 
everlasting memorial to the passing of 
the Red Man—the American Sphinx.

HELPFUL HINTS 


Try cooking onions the next time In 
« double boiler In skim milk. Add but­ 
ter and salt when the on­ 
ions are tender and serve 
at once.

the 
objects recovered far exceed in bul­ 
lion value and 
historic 
importance 
tho>(* found in Pharoah Tut-ankh- 
amen's tomb at l.uxor. 
The treasure was found at Chich- 
en-Itza, a holy city of the 
ancient 
Mayan race, which was conquered by 
the Aztecs about two centuries !**- 
foie the Spaniards, looted their em- 
piie. 
In Chicen-ltza was a curious natu­ 
ral pool of the kind the Mexicans call 
senotes. 
It was 
a 
pit in the lime­ 
stone of which moRt of Yucatan 
is 
made, and was 
and 
still is fed by 
streams coming 
out of caves close 
by 
The particular senote was con­ 
sidered unusually sacred. It is about 
200 
feet 
across, 
roughly circular, 
with walls twenty-five feet above the 
surface of its water and the water 
around fifty feet deep. 
The priests of Chichen-ltEa built a 
temple 
upon 
its edge. 
Their rites 
were cruel and demanded human sac­ 
rifices. 
So 
all 
through 
the year 
maidens and 
youths, 
women 
and 
men were offered up to the gtxl.s on 
the smoking altars high above 
the 
waters of the pool. 
Once a year at 
least the loveliest, purest, highest- 
bred girls of the nobles were offered 
up in special sacrifices. 
At other times 
prisoners of war 
were 
led up 
in long lines to 
the 
pru sts and killed. 
But for one and all the method *f 
death 
was the 
same 
maiden and 
youth, men and women and war prm- 
oners were thrown upon the sa» rii':c- 


al stones, shaped so that the breast ; 
of the victims were thrust 
’.harply 
upward. 
The priests 
then cut open 
the chest with a sharp knife of (di­ 
sidían or volcanic glass tore out the 
heart, and held it, still beating, up 
to the god. 
When this had been done the body 
was thrown over the side into the 
sacred pool. 
To honor the gods the 
sacrifices 
were always dressed up in their best. 
Neither the Mayans nor the Aztecs 
used gold as currency, but only for 
adornment and for purposes of wor­ 
ship. 
When the maidens arrived at 
the sacrifica! stone they wore coro­ 
nets 
of gold, 
in 
which 
sometime 
gleamed emeralds from 
Peru, thick 
breast cups of gold, golden amulets 
and anklets and girdles. 
They went 
into the senote still wearing them. 
Sometimes the prisoners 
of war 
were chained together thirteen in a 
line with chains of pure gold 
and 
still so fettered, pitched 
into

pool. 
It would have been 
thought 
sacriligious to have taken the slight­ 
est thing from any of them. 
Sometimes, too, nobles ami 
even 
kings came to the holy city of Chich- 
en-Itza and strove to propitiate the

tifully carved statues, masks of tur­
